are undernourished and their food 
supply is growing slimmer, a com­ 
mission 
of physicians 
which 
in­ 
vestigated conditions in the pos­ 
session reported today. 
The study of medical conditions 
in 
Puerto 
Rico and 
the Virgin 
Islands was made at the invitation 
of the Interior Department. 
The 
commission members were select­ 
ed by the American Medical As­ 
sociation and Secretary of Interior 
Krug. 
Dr. Ernest E. Irons of Chicago, 
commission chairman, said nutri­ 
tion is the greatest single factor 
in 
the health 
of the people oj 
Puerto Rico. 
Population Grows Fast 
One factor undermining the food 
supply there, his report said, is 
the growing population—increasing 
at the rate of 65,000 a year. 
The report said there are SOO 
doctors on the entire island, serv­ 
ing 
a 
population 
of more 
than 
two million. 
Some of the physi­ 
cians are inadequately trained and 
many rural areas are without doc­ 
tors, the report added. 
The 
commission 
recommended 
that physicians from Puerto Rico 
be trained in the United States. 
If only 50 Puerto Rican students 
came to the United States to study 
medicine each year, the island’s 
physician needs ultimately would 
be filled, the report said. 
The 
island 
has 
no 
medical 
school. 
The report added, how­ 
ever, that its school of tropical 
medicine for advanced study is the 
"greatest single factor in improv­ 
ing educational standards in medi­ 
cine in Puerto Rico”. 
Medical Care Improves 
The commission said the quality

be pinched this year by rising pro­ 
duction costs and lower farm pro­ 
duct prices. 
It costs farmers more than ever 
before, the agency said, to produce 
crops and livestock products. The 
margin between what the farmer 
gets for his products aud what it 
costs him to produce them is said 
to be narrowing. 
Items which will cost more than 
last Vear include fertilizers, land 
rentals, 
most 
seeds, real estate 
taxes, tractors and other farm ma­ 
chinery, gasoline, fencing, hagging 
and other harvesting materials. 
Farm wage rates are expected to 
continue near last year's record, 
despite prospects of some improve­ 
ment in both the supply and gen­ 
eral skill of workers. 
The department said 
the 
pro­ 
spective increase in the supply of 
farm machinery will ease the gen­ 
eral farm labor situation, particu­ 
larly for farmers in a position to 


substitute 
machinery 
for 
labor. 
Farm machinery output is expect­ 
ed to top last year's record. 
Land rental charges are said to 
be more than three times the pre­ 
war level and higher than for any 
previous year. 
Farm land values virtually have 
reached the 1920 peak of the boom 
that followed World War I.

growled a t each other over the 
pensions from July till mid-March, 
but couldn’t agree. Then Mr. Lewis. 
on March 12, notified the miners

T hree days later, March 15, the 
I m iners quit work. And on April 3, 
government lawyers got a judge to 
issue an order to Mr. Lewis and 
his miners to go back to work. 
This was a special kind of order 
— called a tem porary restraining 
order—and it was to last for only 
IO days. But during those IO days 
It said the m iners should work. 
They haven’t. 
At the end of the IO days, Mr. 
Lewis' law yers could tell the judge 
it was wrong to issue the order 
and th at 
should not. issue any 
further work order. Then, if the 
judge agreed, the m iners could quit 
work again. 
If the judge disagreed, govern­ 
m ent law yers then could ask him 
to issue a new order—this one 
good for 80 days—to compel the 
m iners to work. 
U nder the Taft-Hartley labor law, 
a judge can issue such an 80-day 
order 
if 
he 
wishes, 
after 
first 
issuing a 10-day order to work. 
Mr. Lewis argues this way: 
His m iners are not striking or 
violating their contract. The con 
tract itself says they'll work only 


so long as they're “able and will­ 
ing”.

S THE doctor leaned forward, the patient 
in bed clicked the shutter. “Got it!** 
said Don Angelora, a South Pacific veteran 
recuperating from war wounds at Bronx 
Veterans’ Administration hospital in New 
York. The shot, developed and printed later 
by the ex-paratrooper as he sat in a wheel­ 
chair, was top-notch. 
Before he entered the hospital, Don had 
never handled a camera. Today he’s an 
advanced photo student, like thousands of 
other ill or wounded vets who are being 
taught to take, develop and print pictures 
by a group known as Volunteer Service 
Photographers. Organized in 1941, VSP car­ 
ries on its work in ten hospitals in the east­ 
ern United States in co-operation with in­ 
structors from the Veterans’ Administration. 
• i e therapeutic value of the project has 
been endorsed by Chief of Staff Omar N. 
Bradley. “It may provide an avocation for 
many,” he said, “but for some it may be the 
start toward a vocation.” 
Top-flight commercial and portrait pho­ 
tographers visit the hospitals and hold 
classes for the ex-service men. Models from 
well-known agencies are brought right into 
wards to pose. The VSP workers, however, 
concentrate on teaching vets to look for sub­ 
jects around them—doctors, nurses, buddies, 
table-top studies of medical instruments, a 
fish bowl, flowers and scores of objects.

Kenyon’s President Assails 


Com m ission’s Stand 


As ‘Unrealistic’

COLUMBUS. April 9—The presi­ 
dent of Kenyon College at Gam­ 
bier. O , today criticized a report 
of the President's commission on 
higher education as “unrealistic". 
In a speech at the opening ses­ 
sion of the 79th annual convention 
of the Ohio College Association 
and allied groups, Dr. Gordon K 
Chalmers said: 
“We are in sympathy with the 
effort to make general education 
available 
to 
large 
numbers 
not 
now enjoying it, hut we are confi­ 
dent that a way can be devised to 
do this without debasing both the 
idea and the practice of liberal 
education." 
The President’s commission took 
the view that “the academic selec­ 
tion of students Is undemocratic". 
“On 
the 
contrary,” 
said 
Dr. 
Chalmers, “a non-selectlve program 
Is the one which really would be 
undemocratic. Careful selection of 
students Is essential to the main­ 
tenance and improvement of the 
Q u a l i t y of higher education." 
300 Expected At Rally 
The two-day convention is ex­ 
pected to attract 300 college admin­ 
istrators and faculty members. 
Speakers on a dozen topics are 
on the program. Most of today’s 
time is to be devoted to sectional 
meetings, with speakers discussing 
religious 
education, 
student 
fi­ 
nancial aid and .student health. 
The top convention attraction, 
delegates said. is a speech tonight 
by Dr. William G. Avlrett, educa­ 
tion editor of the New York Her- 
ald-Tribune. He will address the 
convention banquet on College^ In 
The Fifties. 
The first speaker of the day was 
Dr. Helen D. Bragdon, association 
president and president of Lake 
Erie College at Painesville. 
Dr. Bragdon praised college co­ 
operation in Ohio, saying that “in 
i state of so many colleges, there 
easily might be absence of close 
association or confusing competi­ 
tion”. 
Closer Relations Urged 
She urged a greater effort "in 
the promotion of state-wide pride 
and interest in 
the 
accomplish­ 
ments and programs of Ohio's own 
college* and universities". 
R. L. Morton of Ohio University 
at 
Athens 
told 
delegates 
there 
should be closer high school-college 
relations. 
"There Is developing among high 
school 
teachers 
and 
administra­ 
tors.” he *aid. “a growing skepti­ 
cism as to the omniscience of col­ 
lege faculties.” 
At another point,

said the relationship between high 
schools and colleges “Is becoming 
increasingly a personal one—one 
of interest in and concern over stu­ 
dents and persons rather than (in) 
institutions”.
